These amenttorats to the claims constitute a bona fide attempt by applicants to 
advance prosecution of the application and obtain allowance of certain claims, and are in no way 
meant to acquiesce to the substance of the rejections. It is beileved that the amendments herein 
place the entire application m condition for allowance and/ot better fbnn for appeal, these 
amendments were not made earlier becauM the claims as previously submitted were believed to 
be in condition for aUowance. Applicants submit no new searbh is required since all the claim 
language added to claims 1, 13, and 20 wais previotisly recited in dependent claim 15- Claims 1 
and 3-25 are pending. 

Claim Reiectj on - U.S.C, 6 102: 

Claims 1, 3-7, 11. 13-14, 16, 19-22, and 24 rejected under 35 U.S.C. § lQ2(b) as 
being anticipated by Lantto et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,537,457; "Lantto'O- This rejection is 
respectMly, but most strenuously, traversed. 

Applicants respectftdly submit that the Office Acticm^s citations to the applied referenceis, 
with or without modification or combination, Bssiming, arguendo, that the modification or 
cpmbmation of the Office Action's citations to.the applied references is proper, do not teach or 
suggest the serving mobile switching center that employs th0 e$tabiished telephone number to 
locate the roaming mobile device, as recited in appUcantsMn^ 

For explanatory puiipbses, applicauts discuss herein one or mprie differences between the 
claimed inv^tion and the Office Action*s cita:tions to Laiittp, TMs discussion, however, is in no 
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way meant to acquiesce in any characterization that one or inore pdrts of the Office Action's 
citations to Lantto correspond to the claimed invention. 

Applicants have amended claim 1 to recite "wherein the serving mobile switching center 
employs the established telephone number to locate the roaming mobile device'*, which 
originally appeared in claim 15. Lantto (column $, lines 38-60) discloses global pagmg using the 
unique identity number IMSL Lantto fails to displose using aii established telephone number to 
locate the called mobile subscriber MS. 

Accordingly, the Office Action's citatioti to Lantto fails to satisfy at least one of the 
limitations recited in igiplicantsMrideperidc^^ 

For . all the reasons presddted above wth re^ 1, claims 1, 13, 20 are 

believed neither anticipated nor obvious ov^ (he art ot recotd , The cortesponding dependent 
claims are believed allowable for the same reasons as independent claims 1, 13, 20, as well as for 
their own additional characterizations* 

Withdrawal of the § 102 rejection is therefore le^ect^
